TO  MAKE  IT  MORE  ATTRACTIVE 


AND  CHARMING? 


Tins  is  a question  that  confronts  every  woman.  It  is  often 
considered  a difficult  question,  I find,  only  because  most 
women  are  confused.  They  are  at  a loss  where  to  start  and 
how  to  go  about  planning  for  the  results  they  want. 

The  problem,  in  reality,  is  not  as  difficult  as  it  seems. 
Most  satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained  if  a little  time  and 
thought  are  given  to  intelligent  planning.  By  doing  this  pre- 
liminary study,  many  mistakes  will  be  avoided,  time  will  be 
gained  and  money  saved. 

On  the  following  pages  you  will  find  the  kind  of  informa- 
tion that  will  serve  as  a guide  for  the  home-maker  who 
wants  to  make  her  home  more  attractive.  In  this  booklet  are 
facts  that  are  fundamental  and  sound  . . . and  many  sugges- 
tions which  will  be  helpful  to  you  whether  you  live  in  a 
small  or  large  apartment,  a sturdy  farm  house  or  residence. 


Avoiding  Mistakes  — 


THE  SECRET  OF  SUCCESS 


A 

/ \LL  GOOD  decorators  analyze  the  "ins”  and  "outs”  of  a problem 
very  carefully  before  they  begin  any  actual  work.  They  plan  their 
schemes:  generally  making  a chart  showing  an  outline  theme  for  each 
room.  In  this  way  they  achieve  a harmonious  ensemble,  which  is 
pleasing  when  finished. 

You  will  be  wise  to  adopt  their  method.  It  is  easy  to  change  your 
mind  on  paper;  disastrous  to  do  so  when  work  is  started.  So  arm 
yourself  with  pad  and  pencil  and  study  the  assets  and  liabilities  of 
your  room  before  you  order  the  painters. 

Consider  which  furnishings  you  want  to  keep,  which  ones  you  will 
renew.  Decide  what  color  or  colors  predominate  in  the  ones  you  plan 
to  re-use,  and  keep  those  colors  in  mind  when  you  select  the  colors 
for  your  walls  and  ceilings.  Don’t  pick  your  wall  colors  at  random. 
Play  with  the  Interior  Decorators  Color  Rule  until  you  get  a happy 
choice  which  will  harmonize  writh  your  curtains  and  furniture. 

If  you  plan  to  do  any  re-upholstering  or  perhaps  buy  a new  rug, 
get  samples  of  the  fabrics  and  see  how  they  fit  into  your  general 
plan  before  you  definitely  decide  on  them.  It  is  a good  plan  to  shop 
about  a bit  before  you  actually  buy  — and  when  you  make  your 
purchases  buy  them  with  an  eye  to  the  future.  It  is  far  better  to  go 
slowly  and  add  later  than  to  make  hasty  purchases  which  will  only 
have  to  be  discarded  in  the  end. 

If  you  will  give  these  points  careful  thought  and  study  in  the 
beginning,  you  will  find  your  decorating  problems  much  simplified 
and  you  w ill  avoid  the  mistakes  that  so  often  result  from  hasty  action.

""[he  colors  of  our  surroundings  are  important  factors  in  our  daily 
lives — they  affect  our  spirits — our  moods.  A gay  room  adds  a note  of 
buoyancy,  an  exhilaration  which  chases  the  "blues”  away. 

Why  not,  then,  if  your  home  seems  dreary  and  out  of  key,  try  the 
simple  remedy  of  a new  color  plan?

^^ENERALLY  speaking,  this  is  a good  rule  to  follow,  especially 
when  it  is  a question  of  what  color  to  paint  the  walls  and  ceilings. 

The  right  color  scheme  will  do  wonders  for  a room.  Paint  a small 
dark  room  a sunny  yellow  and  immediately  you  have  added  a note 
of  cheer.  On  the  other  hand,  a room  that  is  disturbing  with  an  over- 
abundance of  light  can  be  helped  and  made  to  appear  cool  and 
inviting  by  painting  it  a soft  green,  or  blue,  or  a misty  gray. 

The  Interior  Decorators  Color  Rule  has  proved  a great  help  to 
thousands  of  women  who  are  not  sure  of  the  colors  they  want  until 
they  actually  see  them  together.  In  a minute  or  two  the  Color  Rule 
enables  you  to  arrange  and  see  hundreds  of  attractive  color  com- 
binations for  rooms  and  furnishings.  With  it,  you  can  make  sure 
that  the  colors  you  select  meet  your  own  requirements  and  taste. 
Then  by  consulting  this  booklet,  you  can  make  sure  that 
they  also  are  correct  from  the  viewpoint  of  an  interior  decorator. 
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be  EilkAClOUS  . . . SIMPLE  \f\  treatment 


IN  THE  good  old-fashioned  days  they  put  " Welcome”  on  the  door- 
mat. Today  we  say  the  same  thing  in  a more  subtle  way — by  the 
graciousness  of  the  entrance  hall.  It  definitely  establishes  the 
atmosphere  of  the  house,  and  quickly  intimates  the  mood  of  the 
home.  It  can  be  formal  and  polite  — or  it  may  be  gay  and  charming. 
It  should  always  be  simple — attractive  both  in  color  and  furnishings. 


The  color  scheme  of  the  Entrance  Hall  above  was  plan- 
ned with  the  aid  of  the  Interior  Decorators  Color  Rule 
as  shown  at  the  right.  A soft,  cool  green  was  selected 
for  the  walls,  and  woodwork  was  painted  with  white 
in  keeping  with  the  Colonial  feeling  of  the  architecture. 
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C-^olor  schemes  „f  rooms 

which  can  he  seen  from  each  other  should  be 
planned  together.  Above  all  they  must  be  kept 
harmonious  and  while  they  do  not  need  to  be 
alike  they  should  How  into  each  other  without 
too  sharp  a contrast.  By  doing  this  your  whole 
house  will  give  the  appearance  of  belonging  to- 
gether and  the  result  will  be  far  more  pleasing 
and  attractive  both  to  you  and  to  your  guests. 

W hen  planning  your  color  arrangements  keep 
that  a painted  dado  will  help  make  a too  high 
By  emphasizing  the  vertical  lines,  a low  room 
appearance  of  greater  height.

SELECT  A COLOR  SCHEME  to  harmonize  with  your  fur- 
nishings. hen  the  budget  is  limited  more  care  has  to  be  given  to 
the  re-use  of  old  furnishings.  Here,  especially,  the  chart  you  made 
in  the  beginning  will  be  of  value.  Perhaps  just  a change  in  the  color 
of  the  walls  will  be  all  that  is  necessary.  Think  of  what  are  the 
predominating  colors  in  the  furnishings  you  want  to  re-use,  and 
choose  a background  color  which  will  most  harmoniously  blend  in 
with  them.  The  Color  Harmony  Chart  on  the  last  page  of  this  booklet 
has  been  especially  prepared  to  help  you  find  a happy  combination 
of  color  for  wall,  trim  and  ceiling  — one  that  will  act  as  a comple- 
mentary' background  for  your  curtains,  your  chairs,  etc.  You  will 
be  surprised  to  find  that  against  a new  background  last  year’s 
chintzs  take  on  a new  beauty. 

Remember  that  rugs  can  be  dyed!  A dark  carpet  is  often  a nice 
accent  for  a room  — and  that  faded  tan  one  could  become  a dark 
brown  or  a plum  color,  or  perhaps  an  interesting  shade  of  taupe. 


The  Keynote  of  a Room 

IS  THE  COLOR 

OF  ITS  BACKGROUND!!! 


E COLOR  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  is  the  most  important 
factor  in  a restful,  attractive  room.  It  is  against  this  background  that 
your  furnishings  must  go  and  the  color  that  you  choose  for  that 
background  should  tie  those  furnishings  harmoniously  together. 

Don't  hesitate  to  select  colors  that  you  like.  If  you  are  fond  of 
bright  colors  use  them  as  accents  — against  a more  neutral  back- 
ground. It  is,  generally  speaking,  wisest  to  select  quiet  colors  for 
the  walls  and  ceilings  as  they  are  more  restful  and  easiest  to  live 
with.  They  will  act  as  a foil  for  the  bright  color  accents  in  your 
curtains,  cushions,  etc. 

Any  of  the  Wallhide  colors  make  an  excellent  choice.  They  have 
been  especially  selected  for  their  softness  of  tone  and  are  prepared 
to  give  your  walls  a beautiful  "flat”  satin  finish.  "Petal  colors”  is  a 
name  which  very  aptly  describes  their  illusive  beauty. 

By  using  the  Interior  Decorators  Color  Rule  you  can  plan  your 
ceiling,  your  walls  and  trim  together.  The  pictures  in  this  booklet  as 
well  as  the  Color  Harmony  Chart  on  the  last  page  give  artistically 
correct  color  combinations  for  you  to  follow.  Remember  that  ceilings, 
in  most  instances,  are  best  when  they  recall  the  color  of  the  walls, 
but  can  be  made  a shade  or  two  lighter.  This  is  easily  done  by 
adding  white  Wallhide  to  the  wall  color. 

A contrasting  color  for  the  ceiling  is  often  effective,  but  when 
used  it  must  be  carefully  planned  and  the  same  color  note  repeated 
elsewhere  in  the  room.  You  may  want  to  use  it  in  the  colors  of  your 
curtains,  or  use  a deeper  tone  of  the  same  color  for  the  woodwork. 


mi:  m ix;  itoo.x  is  one  of  the  most  important  rooms  in  the  house. 
At  all  times  it  must  be  hospitable  and  ready  to  entertain  your  friends.  At  the 
same  time  it  must  be  a comfortable  and  attractive  place  for  the  family. 

The  color  of  its  walls  and  the  arrangement  of  its  furniture  will  play 
an  important  part  in  establishing  the  right  atmosphere.  If  the  room  is  used  for 
all  purposes,  a quiet  color  scheme  is  the  wisest  selection.  You  are  less 
likely  to  tire  of  it  and  it  will  lend  itself  readily  to  different  moods. 

The  Interior  Decorators  Color  Rule  used  to  plan  this  room  is  made  with 
paint  chips  that  show  paint  colors  far  more  accurately  than  printing  can. 


ItOO.XS  should  be  happy  places.  It  is  a well  known  adage  that 
a cheerful  atmosphere  will  help  make  for  tastier  food  and  good  digestion.  A 
dining  room  that  sparkles  with  fresh,  charming  color,  a meal  prettily  served, 
and  a woman’s  reputation  as  a hostess  is  often  established.  In  the  room  illus- 
trated above  — the  green  note  of  the  chintz  was  recalled 
in  the  ceiling — making  an  interesting  color  contrast 
to  the  white  walls  and  woodwork.  Without  unnecessary 
expense  this  room  has  been  made  to  look  charmingly  gay. 
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IS  IMPORTANT! 


I F YOUR  ROOMS  SEEM  CLUMSY  try  re-arranging 
the  furniture.  A room  is  more  gracious  when 
it  has  several  groups  of  furniture  — arranged  for 
easy  use. 

A fireplace,  for  instance,  naturally  becomes 
the  center  of  interest  in  a room,  and  the  most 
important  grouping  is  built  around  it.  A window 
with  a delightful  view  will  attract  you,  so  you  will 
want  to  have  a comfortable  chair  with  a convenient 
table  near  it,  for  sewing  or  books  . . . Perhaps  the 
couch  will  look  best  against  the  opposite  wall  and 
so  help  balance  the  room.  Try  it  out!  Plan  for  good,  common-sense 
arrangement.  Eliminate  the  non-essentials  — and  place  your  important 
furniture  where  it  can  be  used  without  having  to  be  continually 
shifted  about.  Of  course  you  will  have  incidental  chairs  for  occasional 
use  scattered  about,  but  your  large  pieces,  easy  chairs,  tables  and 
table  lamps  should  be  thoughtfully  placed  for  ready  use. 


SLIP  COVE  PS.  A well-tailored  slip  cover  has  saved  many  a chair  and  daven- 
port and  will  add  a note  of  freshness  to  any  room.  If  you  haven’t  shopped  for  slip 
covers  lately,  do  so  now.  You  will  be  pleasantly  surprised  to  find  that  the  market 
offers  many  attractive  materials,  in  scores  of  new  patterns,  which  are  inexpensive. 

Your  slip  covers  can  repeat  the  chintz  of  your  curtains  — or  they  can  add  an 
entirely  new  color  note  to  your  room.  If  you  prefer,  you  can  tie  the  slip  covers  into 
the  general  color  scheme  by  a colored  piping.  A box  pleating  or  a ruffled  skirt 
will  hide  ugly  chair  legs  and  give  a touch  of  character  to  an  otherwise  ordinary 
chair.  Slip  covers  are  serviceable  and  they  protect  the  original  covering  of  your 
furniture  from  dust,  dirt  and  hard  wear.  Then  they  can  be  taken  off  and  easily 
cleaned,  which  is  a big  factor  in  a house  where  chairs  generally  get  hard  usage. 
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\r\nTH  MODERN  pots  and  pans 
assuming  such  gay  colors  it  is  a joy 
to  plan  the  color  scheme  of  a 
kitchen!  It  should  be  a smiling 
place,  sparkling  and  fresh  — conve- 
niently arranged  to  save  footsteps. 
A happy  color  on  the  walls  and  trim 
will  help  inspire  the  culinary  artist 
and  greatly  lessen  the  fatigue  of  the 
daily  routine. 

In  the  kitchen,  which  is  a work- 
room after  all,  spots  are  unavoidable 
— so  it  is  most  important  that  good 
paint  be  selected  for  its  walls.  You 
will  find  Wallhide  excellent  for  the 
purpose.

In  some  cases  you  will  note  that  the  room  colors  shown  in  this  booklet  vary 
slightly  from  the  colors  on  the  Interior  Decorators  Color  Rule.  There  are  2 reasons 
for  this:  First,  the  Color  Rule  is  made  up  of  actual  paint  chips  and  represents 
actual  paint  colors  that  printing  cannot  always  reproduce.  Secondly,  the  Color 
Rule  shows  the  paint  colors  as  they  are  under  direct  light,  while  all  of  the  room 
pictures  have  to  take  into  account  varied  lights  and  shadows  in  the  room  itself.
